tho  Assessor  is  required  to  add  fifty  per  oentum 
to  the  uinount  to  the  items  of  such  list. 

Every  person  who  shall  deliver  to  au  Assessor 
any  false  or  fraudulent  list  or  statement,  with  in 
tent  to  evade  the  valuation  or  enumeration  re 
quired  by  law,  is  subject  to  a fine  of  five  bun 
:lred  dollars  : and  in  such  case  the  list  will  be 
made  out  by  tbe  Assessor  or  Assistant  Assessor, 
and  from  tho  valuation  and  enumeration  so  made, 
there  can  be  no  appeal.

LiWS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES, 

Passed  at  the  First  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress 

[PUBLIC— No.  39.] 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  better  organization  o* 
Indian  Affairs  in  California. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  llovee  of  Re- 
preeentativet  of  the  United  Statee  of  America  it. 
Congre **  assembled , That,  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  April,  anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-four,  the  Stato  of  California  shall,  for  In- 
dian purposes,  constitute  one  superintendency, 
for  which  there  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Presi 
dent  of  tbe  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advioe 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  a superintendent  ol 
Indian  affairs  for  said  superintendency,  at  a sala- 
ry of  three  thousand  six  hundred  dollar*  per  an- 
num, who  shall  reside  at  a point  within  said 
Stato,  to  be  selected  by  tho  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior, and  who,  upon  executing  a bond,  upon 
Much  terms  and  such  sum  as  may  bo  prescribed  b) 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  taking  the 
usual  oath  of  office,  shall  have  under  his  control 
and  management,  in  like  mannor  and  Buhject  to 
like  rules  and  regulations  a*  ore  prescribed  for 
superintendents  of  other  superintendencies,  the- 
Indians  and  Indian  reservation*  that  are  or  may 
hereafter  be  established  in  said  State  : Provided , 
That  the  superintendent  shall  be  authorised  to 
appoint  a clerk,  at  a compensation  not  to  exceed 
eighteon  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  jurthcr  enacted,  That  there 
shall  be  set  apart  by  the  President,  and  at  his 
discretion,  not  exceeding  four  tracts  of  land, 
within  the  limits  of  said  State,  to  be  retained 
by  tho  United  States  for  the  purpose  of  Indian 
reservations,  which  shall  be  of  suitable  extent 
foe  the  accommodation  of  Indians  of  said  State, 
and  shall  be  located  as  remote  from  white  set- 
tlements a*  may  be  found  practicable,  having 
due  regard  to  their  adaptation  to  the  purposes 
for  which  they  are  intended:  Provid'd , That  at 
lea*toneof  said  tracts  shall  be  located  in  what 
ha*  heretofore  been  known  as  the  northern  dis- 
trict: And  provided,  further , That  if  it  shall 
bo  found  impracticable  to  establish  the  reser 
vations  herein  contemplated  without  embraoiDg 
improvements  made  within  their  limits  by  white 
persons  Awfully  there,  the  Secretary  of  tho  In- 
terior is  hereby  authoriied  and  empowered  to 
contract  for  the  purchase  of  such  improvement? 
at  a price  not  exceeding  a fair  valuation  there- 
of to  be  made  under  his  direction.  Butnosucb 
contract  shall  be  valid,  nor  any  money  paid 
thereon,  until,  upou  a report  of  said  contract 
of  said  valuation  to  Congress,  the  same  ehal) 
bo  approved  and  the  money  appropriated  by  law 
for  that  purpose:  And  provided , further,  That 
said  tracts  to  b©  set  apart  as  aforesaid  may,  or 
may  not,  a*  in  the  discretion  of  the  President 
may  bo  deemed,  or  tbe  best  interests  of  tho  Tn 
di&n*  to  be  provided  for,  include  any  of  the  In- 
dian reservations  heretofore  set  apart  in  said 
State,  and  that  in  case  any  such  reservaticn  is 
so  included,  tho  same  may  be  enlarged  to  such 
an  extent  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  President 
may  bo  necessary,  in  arder  to  in  corrplete  adap- 
tption  to  the  purpose;  for  whi. h it  is  intended. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  Thatthosev- 
ernl  Indian  reservations  in  California  whioh  shall 
not  bo  retained  for  the  purposes  of  Indian  resor 
vatUn  under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
section  of  this  act,  shall,  by  the  Commissioner  of 
the  General  Land  Office,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  be  surveyed  into 
lots  or  parcels  of  suitable  size,  and  as  faras  practi- 
cable in  conformity  to  the  surveys  of  the  public 
lands,  which  said  lots  shall,  under  hi?  direction, 
be  anpraised  by  disinterested  persons  at  their  cash 
value,  and  shall  thereupon,  after  due  advertise- 
ment as  now  provided  by  law  in  case  of  otberpub- 
lic  lands,  bo  offered  for  sale  at  public  outcry,  and 
thence  afterward  shall  bo  held  subject  to  sale  at 
private  entry,  according  io  such  regulations  as 
ihe  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  prescribe.  Pro- 
vided, That  no  lot  shall  be  disposed  of  at  less 
th*»n  the  appraised  value,  nor  less  than  one  dollar 
and  twenty-five  osnts  per  acre  ; And  provided,  fur  - 
ther.  That  said  sale  ahall  be  conducted  by  the 
register  and  receiver  of  the  land  office  in  the  dis- 
trict in  which  *uch  reservation  or  reservations 
may  be  situated,  in  accordance  with  the  instruc 
tions  of  the  department  regulating  the  sale  of 
public  lands. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  if  further  enacted,  That  the 
President  of  the  United  States  be  and  he  is  here- 
by authorized,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  to  appoint  an  Indian  agent  for 
each  of  the  reservations  which  shall  be  establish 
ed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which  said 
agent  shall- reside  upon  the  reservation  for  which 
b©  shall  be  appointed,  and  thall  discharge  all  the 
duties  now  or  hereafter  to  bo  required  of  Indian 
agents  by  law,  or  by  rules  and  regulations  adopt- 
ed, or  to  be  adopted,  for  the  regulation  of  the  In- 
dian service  may.  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  ap- 
plicable. Each  of  the  agents  appointed  as  afore- 
said shall,  before  entering  upon  tbe  duties  of  hi? 
office,  give  bond  in  aueh  penalties  and  with  such 
conditions  and  such  security  as  the  President 
or  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  require,  and 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  four  years, 
unless  sooner  removed  by  tho  President,  and 
shall  receive  an  annual  salary  at  tho  rate  of,eigh 
tsen  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there 
may  be  appointed,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
law,  for  each  of  said  reservations,  if  in  ihe  opin- 
ion of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  the  welfare  of 
said  Indians  shall  require  it,  one  physician,  one 
blacksmith,  one  assistant  blacksmith,  one  far- 
mer, and  one  carpenter,  who  shall  each  receive 
compensation  at  rate*  to  be  determined  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  not  exceeding  fifty  dol- 
lars per  month. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  here- 
after, when  it  shall  become  necessary  to  survey 
any  Indian  or  other  reservations,  or  any  lands, 
the  same  shall  be  surveyed  under  the  direction 
and  control  of  the  General  Land  Office,  and  as 
nearly  as  may  be  in  conformity  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  under  whioh  other  public  lands  are 
surveyed. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all 
Indian  agents  shall  reside  at  their  respective  agen- 
cies, and  shall  iu  no  case  be  permitted  to  visit  tho 
city  of  Washington  except  when  ordered  to 
do  so  by  tho  Commissioner  of  Indiau  Affairs. 
And  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  tho  said  Com- 
missioner to  report  all  cases  of  the  violation  of 
this  section  to  the  President,  with  the  request 
that  the  agents  disregarding  the  provisions  herein 
contained  bo  at  once  removed  from  office. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  acts 
or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
this  uet,  bo  and  tbe  same  are  heroby  repealed  ; 
and  all  offices  and  employments  connected  with 
Indian  affaire  in  California  not  provided  for  in  this 
act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  abolished.

Gen.  Grant  on  McClellan. 

A gentleman  communicates  the  substance 
of  a conversation  recently  held  with  Gen. 
Grant,  to  the  Baltimore  American.  We  ex 
ract  a paragraph  : — 

In  speaking  of  General  McClellan,  he 
exhibited  both  good  sense  and  generosity, 
while  at  the  same  time  he  indicated  an  in< 
tenlion  to  avoid  his  errors.  He  attributed 
General  McClellan's  failure  to  no  want  of 
anility  or  education,  but  to  the  lact  that  ho 
rose  too  rapidly,  was  intoxicated  by  his  ele- 
vation, amt  afraid  to  make  a bold  step  lest 
it  should  be  a false  one.  Moreover,  ire  un- 
fortunately allowed  himself  to  he  manipula 
ted  by  politicians,  and  bewildered  by  the 
false  lights  which  they  held  out  before  him 
If  such  be  the  view  which  the  Lieutenant 
General  takes,  and  we  have  no  doubt  of  its 
correctness,  there  is  ground  to  hope  that  he 
himself  will  not  be  the  victim  of  political 
wire-workers,  but  will  steadily  employ  his 
powers  in  the  right  direction  and  for  the 
right  motive,  namely,  to  save  the  country 
If  so,  his  contemporaries  will  honor  and  re 
ward  him,  and  posterity  will  award  him 
renown  when  the  political  schemes  of  tho 
time  shall  all  have  been  doomed  to  merited 
oblivion.” 


Speculating  iu  Gold. 

The  following  bill  passed  the  Senate  on 
the  16th  April,  to  prevent  speculating  in 
gold.  There  is  no  doubf  that  it  will  also 
pass  the  House : — 

Bt  it  enurled,  tie.,  That  it  shall  he  un- 
lawful to  make  any  contract  for  the  purchase 
or  sale  or  delivery  o!  any  gold  or  any  foreign 
exchange  to  be  delivered  at  any  one  time  sub- 
sequent to  making  such  contract  or  for  the 
payment  of  any  sum,  either  fixed  or  contin- 
gent, in  default  of  tbe  delivery  of  any  gold, 
coin  or  bullion  or  any  foreigu  exchange  or 
uponany  other  terms  than  immediate  manual 
delivery  ot  such  gold  coin  or  bullion  or  any 
foreign  exchange  or  the  immediate  payment 
in  lull  of  the  agreed  price  thereof  by  the  de- 
livery of  U.  S notes  or  National  currency 
not  otherwise,  or  to  make  any  contract  what 
ever  for  th e sale,  loan  or  delivery  of  any  gold, 
coin  or  bullion  or  foreign  exchange  of  which 
the  persou  making  such  contract  shall  not  at 
the  time  of  making  it  be  owner  in  aotual 
possession. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  further  unlawful 
for  any  banker,  broker,  or  other  person  to 
make  any  purchase  or  sale  of  any  gold,*  tin, 
or  bullion  or  foreign  exchange,  or  any  con. 
tract  for  any  such  purchase  or  sale,  at  any 
other  place  than  the  ordinary  place  of 
business  of  either  the  seller  or  purchaser  or 
hired  or  occupied  by  him  individually  or  by 
a partnership  of  which  he  is  a member. 

Sec  3.  All  contracts  made  in  violatiou  of 
this  act  shall  be  absolutely  void. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any 
provisions  ol  this  act  shall  bn  held  guilty  of 
misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction,  be  fined 
the  sum  of  §1 ,000,  anTbe  imprisoned  for  a 
period  of  not  les9  than  three  months  or  longer 
than  one  year,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court 

Sec.  5.  The  penalty  imposed  by  seotion  4 
may  be  recovered  in  an  action  at  law  in  any 
Court  of  Record  of  the  United  States,  or  any 
Court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  which  action 
may  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  United 
States,  by  any  person  who  will  sue  for  said 
penalty,  half  for  the  use  of  ihe  United  States, 
and  the  other  half  for  the  usa  of  the  person 
bringing  such  action,  and  the  recovery  and 
satisfaction  of  a judgment  in  any  such  action 
shall  not  be  a bar  to  the  imposition  ol  any 
fine  for  the  same  offence  iu  any  prosecution 
instituted  subsequent  to  the  recovery  of  such 
judgment,  but  shall  be  a bar  to  the  infliction 
ol  punishment  by  imprisonment,  as  provided 
by  scctien  4. 

Sec.  6.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acta  inconsis- 
tent with  the  provisions  ol  this  act  ara  re 
pealed. 

Jtispomania,  or  Thirst-Madnes9. 

The  periodical  desire  for  strong  drink, 
which  sometimes  besets  individuals,  other- 
wise moral  and  exemplary,  is  a species  ot 
paroxysmal  mania  beyond  the  control  of  the 
patient.'  It  is  quite  certain  that  there  are 
thousands  of  cases  of  remittent  drunkenness , 
which  presents  the  specific  symptoms  of  dis 
ease.  The  periodical  drunkard  is  not  an 
habitual  dram  drinker,  but  at  particular 
times  he  appears  to  be  attacked  with  a thirst 
madness  which  deprives  him  of  the  power  of 
volition,  and  hurries  him  into  the  most  ter 
rible  excesses.  During  the  intervals  be- 
tween the  paroxysms,  he  tnay  be  a perfectly 
sober  man. 

For  many  weeks,  or  even  months,  he  may 
have  steadily  refused  to  taste  adropof  liquor; 
may  indeed  have  lelt  no  inclination  for  it, 
but,  on  the  contrary,  regarded  it  with  dis- 
gust; and  yet  when  the  fit  come  on,  the 
raging  thirst  for  alcohol  utterly  paralyzes 
his  conscience  and  his  will.  A man  in  this 
condition  is  a monomaniac,  and  should  he 
treated  as  one  I'  put  under  proper  restraint 
at  the  commencement  of  this  furor , the  dis 
pomaniae,  in  nine  case  sout  of  tec,  might  be 
tided  over  his  difficulty  in  the  course  of  a 
week  or  ten  days,  and  a perseverance  in  this 
course  at  each  recurrence  of  the  hallucina 
tion  would  probably  eventuate  in  a complete 
cure  If  is  not  easy  to  persuade  the  world 
that  all  drunkenness  is  not  voluntary.  The 
law  does  not  recognize  dispomania  It  treats 
all  inebriates  alike.  This  seems  to  be  un 
just;  though  it  is  hard  to  say  where  the  line 
should  be  drawn  between  free-will  excess 
and  that  which  proceeds  from  an  uncon 
trollable  mania.

franklin  County  Meeting. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Unconditional  Union 
men  of  this  county,  in  Metropolitan  Hall, 
on  Monday  April  18,  1864,— on  motion,  J. 
D.  POLLARD  was  called  to  the  Chair,  and 
Wm.  A.  Gaines  was  appointed  Secretary. — 
The  chairman,  in  a few  brief  remarks, 
explained  the  object  of  the  meeting— when 

Col.  A G.  Hodges  offered  lue  following 
resolutions,  which  were  unanimously  adopt- 
ed, viz : 

1.  Resolved,  That,  denying  the  authority 
of  “the  majority  of  the  Central  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Union  Convention  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky,  that  assembled  in  Lou- 
isville, on  the  18th  of  March,  1863,"  to 
convene  a State  Convention  of  the  Union 
party  of  Kentucky  for  the  purpose  of  send- 
ing delegates  to  a Democratic  National  Con- 
vention,— the  Union  men  of  Franklin  county 
repudiate  the  action  of  the  said  majority, 
and  their  usurped  authority  to  act  as  the 
organ  of  the  Union  party  of  Kentucky. 

2 That  we  spurn  the  proposition  of 
Messrs.  Guthrie,  Prentice  A Co.  to  disband 
the  organization  of  the  Union  party,  and 
coalesce  with  the  “Peace  Democracy"  of  the 
North,  at  Chicago 

3.  That  we  approve  of  the  call  of  a State 
Convention  at  Louisville,  on  25th  May,  1864, 
of  the  members  of  the  Union  party  wbo 
are  for  the  restoration  of  the  Union,  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  supremacy  of  the  laws, 
and  in  favor  of  the  most  vigorous  prosecu- 
tion of  all  measuree  necessary  to  suppress 
the  insurrection  and  subdue  the  rebellion 
being  waged  against  the  Government

War  News  and  Army  Items. 

April  18. — A guerrilla  chief  named  Rey- 
nolds, rather  noted  in  East  Tennessee,  was 
surprised  on  the  15th  April  by  a small  band 
of  Federals.  Reynolde  and  fifteen  of  bis 
band  were  captured,  and  ten  were  killed. 

A telegram  dated  at  Cairo,  April  16,  6ays, 
the  3d  and  7th  Kentucky  rebel  regiments 
are  overrunning  Western  Kentucky  with 
impunity.  The  inhabitants  of  Metropolis 
are  in  constant  suspense,  not  knowing  at 
what  hour  they  may  he  attacked.  Everybody 
were  kept  in  readiness  at  the  post  for  two 
nights,  ready  to  defend  themselves. 

An  official  dispatch  from  pen.  Sherman, 
it  is  stated,  places  the  number  massacred  at 
Fort  Pillow  by  the  rebels  at  three  hundred  ! 
Fifty-three  whites  were  killed,  and  one  hun- 
dred wounded, — nearly  all  after  the  surren- 
der. 

A telegram  Irom  Chattanooga,  of  April 
16,  says  : 

All  is  quiet  at  the  front.  No  change  in 
the  situation.  A rebel  lieutenant  and  fifty- 
two  non  commissioned  officers  and  privates, 
came  into  our  lines  last  night.  They  report 
Hardee's  corps  ordered  away  from  Dalton. 
Several  trains  left  before  they  came  away. 
It  was  believed  in  the  rebel  camp9  that  they 
were  going  to  Virginia. 

A despatch  from  Cairo,  under  date  of 
April  17,  states  that  the  main  body  of  the 
rebels  left  Fort  Pillow  on  Friday  morning, 
and  the  rear  guard  in  the  afternoon,  taking 
ail  the  small  arms,  and  destroying  all  the 
ammunition  and  everything  else  destructi- 
ble. Late  advices  from  Duvall's  Bluff  report 
the  country  infested  with  guerrillas,  who  are 
constantly  robbingvthc  people,  and  commit- 
ting all  manner  of  depredations.  Mr.  Nix- 
on, State  Representative  from  Franklin  coun- 
ty, has  been  murdered,  and  a Representative 
from  Arkansas  county  kidnapped.  Nothing 
lias  been  heard  from  him  since  On  the 
11th  i nat. , four  hundred  Texan  cavalry  at- 
tempted to  surprise  the  camp  of  two  hun- 
dred Federals  at  Ro9Sville,  on  the  Arkansas 
river,  but  were  repulsed  with  a loss  of  twelve 
killed  and  a large  number  wounded  Our 
loss  was  five  Hilled. 

Memphis,  April  17. — There  is  not  much 
said,  but  there  is  a general  gritting  of  teeth 
among  officers  here  when  the  massacre  of 
the  brave  garrison  by  Forrest  is  alluded  to. 
Joe  heard  several  officers  say  unless  the 
government  takes  retaliatory  steps,  they 
should  consider  it  their  duty  to  shoot  every 
man  Forrest  commands.  They  mean  taking 
oo  prisoners.  Soldiers  have  threatened  to 
shoot  Forrest's  men  now  in  Irvin  prison  if 
they  could  gel  a chance,  this  is  the  geoeral 
feeling 

April  ly — There  are  but  few  items  of 
army  news  of  interest  Gen.  Kilpatrick, 
the  famous  raider,'  ha9  been  relieved  of  his 
command  with  the  Array  of  the  Potomac, 
and  ordered  to  report  to  Gen  Shermau,  at 
Nashville,  tor  a command  in  the  Array 
of  the  Cumberland  He  is  en  route  to  the 
West. 

Previous  to  Kilpatrick  s departure  he  re 
ceived  by  flag  of  truce  a letter  from  Gen. 
Lee,  inquiring  whether  the  orders  found  up- 
on Col.  Dalilgren  and  published  in  the  Rich- 
mond papers  were  authentic  and  authorized 
by  him.  The  reply  was  a bitter  and  indig- 
nant denial.  Little  doubt  exists  as  to  the 
reasons  why  Dalilgren  s body  was  not  given 
up — because  ol  shameful  mutilation  and 
unchristian  burial. 

Maj.  Gen.  Waslmurue  has  been  ordered  to 
the  command  ol  West  Tennesse,  in  place  of 
Gen.  Hiirlbut.  and  leaves  to-nighf  to  assume 
command. 

The  correspondent  of  the  New  York  He- 
rald, in  a letter  from  Portsmouth,  Virginia, 
reports  that  a recent  expedition  for  the  pur- 
pose of  capturing  the  rebel  torpedo  boat 
whiob  tried  to  destroy  the  Minnesota,  which 
is  up  the  Nansemend  has  returned  Several 
sharp  conflicts  were  had  with  the  rebels,  and 
fifty  contrabands  anJ  a large  number  of 
prisoners  were  brought  in.  Two  of  our 
men  were  killed  and  seven  or  eight  wounded 
One  of  the  killed  was  Lieut.  E P Wilder, 
executive  officer  of  the  Minnesota,  who  was 
in  command  of  the  gunboat  Stepping  stone 

The  rebel  Col.  Whitsin,  in  command  of 
the  Eighth  North  Carolina  cavnlrv.  was  cap- 
tured 

A telegram  Irom  Cairo,  April  18,  states 
that  Capt.  Phelps's  gunboat  number  Twenty- 
six  captured  a rebel  mail  carrier  near  Crock- 
ett’s Bluff,  Arkansas,  with  500  letters  from 
Richmond  and  other  points  and  60,000  per- 
cussion caps  for  Price's  Army.  The  letters 
contained  an  official  communication  for 
Shreveport  and  considerable  Federal  money. 

Some  rebels  made  a raid  on  the  town  of 
Boonville,  Owsley  county,  oa  the  17th  April, 
when  the  citizens,  with  shot  guns  and  pia> 
tols,  gave  them  such  a warm  reception  that 
they  skedadled  in  great  confusion. 

On  the  13th  April.  Bennette'a  gang  of 
guerrillas,  made  a raid  into  Madisonville, 
Hopkins  county  ; surprising  and  arresting 
Gen.  J.  M.  Shackelford,  Provost  Marshal  G. 
W.  Noel,  and  other  prominent  citizens. 
They  then  stole  all  the  good  horses,  and  rob- 
bed the  citizens,  when  they  released  their 
prisoners  and  departed  On  the  14th  a com- 
pany of  Home  Guards  went.*fter..thein.. 

From  Eastern  Kentucky  we  learn  that 
Col.  Gallup's  force  followed  the  rebels  to 
Salyersville,  and  killed  and  wounded  along 
the  road  twenty-five  of  the  raiders.  The 
captures  amount  lo  one  hundred  horses,  two 
hundred  saddles,  and  fifty  prisoners,  among 
the  latter,  the  rebel  Col.  Clay. 

The  disposition  of  our  troops  in  Eastern 
Kentucky  is  sucli  as  to  insure  protection  to 
the  State  and  prevent  any  raid  from  being 
made  through  that  section.  Col.  True,  with 
the  Fortieth  Kentucky  and  Eleventh  Michi- 
gan regiments,  is  beyond  West  Liberty,  and 
he  reports  the  capture  of  six  prisoners.’  Col. 
Brown  is  at  Irvine  with  ample  force.  He 
states  that  no  enemy  i9  in  his  immediate  vi 
cinity,  but  that  scouting  parlies  have  been 
sent  out  to  thoroughly  reconnoitre  the  coun- 
try   ' 

jUjy-Ou  the  18th  Apri^  Mr.  Arnold,  of 
Illinois,  offered  the  tollowing  resolutions,  in 
the  National  House  ot  Representatives, 
which  were  adopted  bv  a vote  of  62  yeas , 
nays  46 : — 

Resolved,  That  in  the  present  condition  of 
the  country  and  its  finance,  it  is  the  impera- 
tive duty  of  Congress  to  raise  the  taxes  so  as 
to  iargfiy  increase  the  revenue  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, and  for  this  purpose  a much  higher 
rate  of  duties  should  be  imposed  on  all  lux- 
uries imported  and  produced  in  the  United 
States. 

Resolved,  That  the  expansion  of  the  bank 
circulation  of  the  country  is  producing  a gen- 
eral ruinous  state  of  affairs  and  should  be  re- 
pressed by  taxing  the  issue  of  such  State 
banks.

S^On  the  16th  April,  a large  mass  meet- 
ing was  held  in  front  of  the  Court  House,  in 
Knoxvillo,  Tennessee,  at  which  resolutions 
were  offered  by  Rev.  Wm.  G.  Bkowni.ow 
favoring  emancipation,  recommending  a 
convention, and  requesting  Gov.  Andy  John- 
son to  call  >be  same  at  the  earliest  practica- 
ble  period,  and  endorsing  the  Administra- 
tion and  war  policy  of  President  Lincoln, 
which  was  unanimonsly  carried.  Gov. 
Johnson  tnaJe  a powerful  and  telling  speech, 
rebuking  in  severe  terms  the  copperheads  of 
the  late  convention 

The  rebels  in  the  West  and  Southwest 
appear  to  be  rapidly  degenerating  into  mere 
incendiaries  and  cut  throats.  Measures  of 
the  utmost  vigor  on  the  part  of  our  author- 
ities are  clearly  dqmanded.  We  rejoice  at 
the  indication  that  such  measures  will  be 
promptly  adopted. — Louisville  Journal. 

While  we  fully  coincide  with  the  Journal

The  number  of 
counterfeit!  on  these  bank  bills  are  innu- 
merable and,  besides  losses  in  that  wav, 
there  is  a heavy  loss  by  discount;  for  none 
of  these  bills  are  passable  out  side  of  the 
county  in  which  the  respective  banks  are 
located,  without  discount.

Hon.  John  P.  Kennedy,  of  Maryland, 
tor  President  Lincoln. 

Hon.  John  P.  Kennkdt,  of  Baltimore  was 
elected  Vice  President  of  the  Central  Lin- 
coln Association  of  Maryland,  which  he  felt 
compelled  to  decline,  for  the  reason  that  he 
had  long  since  retired  from  active  participal 
tion  in  the  management  of  public  affairs. 
In  his  letter  of  declination  he  expresses 
himself  as  follows  in  reference  to  President 
Lincoln  : 

Without  any  special  knowledge  of  tbe 
object  of  your  Association,  I may  venture  to 
say  that  1 am  in  lull  accord  with  its  mem- 
bers, in  the  expression  of  my  entire  confi- 
dence in  the  integrity  and  patriotism  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln,  and  in  his  earnest  desire  as 
well  as  ability  to  crush  this  wicked  rebellion 
and  restore  the  Union. 

With  this  conviction,  I ain  ready  to  sup 
port  his  election  for  a second  time.  I think 
it.  indeed,  a great  national  necessity  that  in 
this  critical  period  of  the  war  we  should 
avoid  a change  of  the'Chief  Executive  Magi- 
strate, a9  a measure  fraught  with  imminent 
peril  to  the  safety  ol  the  nation.  We  re 
quire,  above  all  things  now  a consistent 
policy,  an  energetic  and  honest  cliiet,  and  a 
united  people.  As  far  as  these  are  attain- 
able, we  may  have  them  in  Mr.  Lincoln. — 
We  can  not  possibly  have  them  in  any  one 
else.  Let  us,  therefore,  act  in  accordance 
with  this  necessity,  and  postpone  all  pre- 
ferences and  ail  projects  of  political  reform 
until  a peace  i9  won — as.  unfortunately,  it 
only  can  bo  won — by  vigorous  war,  shall 
bring  us  the  leisure  and  the  opportunity  to 
discuss  and  decide  them. 


Important  Decision  as  to  Legal  Tender 
Notes. — In  the  District  Court  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  session  at  Philadelphia,  on  Satur- 
day last,  Judge  Hare  delivered  the  opinion 
ot  the  majority  of  the  court  in  a case  involv- 
ing the  question  of  a tender  of  Unitpd 
Slates  notes  in  payment  of  a ground  rent, 
the  covenant  of  the  deed  being  “lawful  ail* 
ver  money  of  the  United  States,  each  dollar 
weighing  seventeen  pennyweights  and  six 
grains.”  When  the  half-yearly  ground  rent 
became  due,  the  payment  was  tendered  in 
United  States  notes.  This  was  refused,  and 
suit  was  brought,  against  the  party.  The  de- 
fendant pleaded  this  tender,  to  which  the 
plaintiff  replied  that  the  deed  required  silver 
dollars.  The  defendants  to  this  filed  a special 
demurer,  setting  up  that  tho  notes  tendered 
were  lawful  money  of  tho  United  Slates,  and 
a legal  tender  in  payment  of  all  debts.  The 
court  decided  this  to  he  a good  payment, 
and  therefore  entered  judgment  for  the  de- 
fendant. Judge  Stroud  concurred  in  the 
views  of  Judge  Hare,  and  a dissenting  opin- 
ion was  given  by  Judge  Sharswood. 


035*  The  correspondent  of  the  St  Louis 
Democrat  gives  tbe  following  detail  of  the 
disgusting  toadyism  by  some  Federal  officers 
to  the  rebels  who  ordered  tbe  massacre  at 
Fort  Pillow : 

Two  or  three  Federal  band-box  officers  on 
board  the  Platte  Valley,  one  of  them  with 
his  young  bride,  made  themselves  conspicu- 
ous in  fawning  around  rebel  officers.  They 
brought  General  Chalmers  and  several 
subordinate  cut  throat  looking  officers  on 
board  the  Platte  Valley,  drank  with  them, 
introduced  them  to  their  wives,  and  invited 
them  to  dinner.  They  made  room  for 
them  at  the  ladies’  table,  and  they  sat 
down  to  dinner,  but  it  happened  either 
by  accident  or  from  a just  idea  of  tbe  fit- 
ness of  things,  on  the  part  of  our  high'  spir- 
ited Captain,  that  at  that  moment  tbe  signal 
bell  for  moving  was  heard,  and  the  rebel  offi- 
cers, leaving  tiieir  soup  untouched,  skedad 
died.  General  Chalmers,  soliloquizing  as  he 
hurried  past  yourcorrespondent,  that  he  had 
learned  to  run  as  well  as  fight.  In  the  con- 
versation preceding  the  dinner,  General 
Chalmers  said  he  did  not  countenance  or  en- 
courage his  soldiers  in  killing  captive  negro 
soldiers,  but  it  was  right  and  justifiable.  A 
Federal  officer  who  will  so  disgrace  himself 
and  his  country,  ought  to  be  dismissed  the 
service.

P reclamation  of  the  Governor  of  Arkan- 
sas. 

Tbe  following  proclamation  of  the  Gover- 
nor of  Arkansas  is  one  of  the  most  patriot- 
ic papers  we  have  read  for  a long  time.  It 
speaks  for  and  explains  itself:  — 

"To  the  People  of  the  Counties  of  Arkansas  for 

which  no  election  have  been  held  : 

“Citizens  of  Arkansas:  1 address  you  be 
cause  you  have  been  so  fer  deprived  of  the 
privilege  of  aiding  in  the  restoration  of 
civil  government  in  tire  State  by  tbe  oceu 
pation  of  vour  section  of  the  Slate  by  the 
rebel  army.  In  January  Inst,  a convention 
of  delegates,  elected  by  a portion  of  the  peo- 
ple, met  at  Little  Rock,  remodelled  the  yon 
stitution  of  the  State,  and  appointed  me  for 
Governor  The  new  constitution  differs 
from  tbe  old  one  in  thi9 — thnt  it  abolishes 
slavery  in  Arkansas  forever  The  members  of 
tbe  convention  were  sober,  earnest  men  , on 
whom  events  bad  made  a deep  impression 
They  were  tired  of  war,  and  the  desolation 
that  war  produces;  they  remembered  the 
security  and  happiness  that  they  erijoved 
when  law  and  order  prevailed,  and  the  flag 
of  the  tree  was  the  only  emblem  of  their 
nationality.  They  remembered,  too.  when 
in  an  evil  hour,  a combination  of  insane  pol- 
iticians, forced  tbeir  State  into  rebellion 
against  ibeir  own  government  Not  one  ol 
the  traitors  bad  been  wronged — not  one  ot 
them  bad  ever  been  deprived  of  a right. 
On  the  contrary,  they  bad  always  been  pro- 
tected in  their  special  and  exclusive  right 
to  hold  slaves  Yet,  in  their  insane  mad 
ness,  they  rejected  that  protection,  aod 
sought  to  overturn  the  government  that 
protected  them  in  the  possession  of  their 
slaves 

"The  results  of  the  rebellion  they  now 
see — you  all  seesnd  feel — tiie  slaves  free — 
the  masters  fugitives  or  prisoners,  or  the 
recipients  of  the  pardon  of  the  Government 
against  which  they  rebelled,  and  tried,  in 
vain  to  destroy — all  ihe  families  in  ihe  land 
mourning — property  pillaged  nnd  destroyed 
— poverty  and  desolation  everywhere — hap- 
piness changed  to  misery — -joy,  to  mourning 
nnd  woe.  They  say  no  way  to  escape  the 
evils  under  which  we  were  all  suffering, 
but  to  return  to  the  government  of  our  an- 
cestors. and  remove  tbe  cause  of  our  trou 
ble.  Tbe  constitution  was  referred  to  the 
people  on  (tie  14th  of  March,  and  ratified 
by  a very  large  vote;  and  is  now  tbe  su- 
preme law  of  tbe  Stale  State  and  county 
officers  have  been  elected.  You  have  been 
deprived  of  tbe  right  by  the  presence  of  re- 
bel forces  in  your  counties 

"The  convention  provided,  by  an  ordinance, 
that  in  such  cases  an  election  may  be  hold 
en  on  any  other  day  thereafter  that  the  peo- 
ple may  agree,  upon  for  county  officers  1 
therefore  recommend  to  you,  t hat  as  soon  as 
you  can  hold,  an  election  with  safety  to 
yourselves,  that  you  appoint  a dav  in  your 
respective  counties,  and  that  you  elect  repre 
seniatives  to  the  legislature,  and  all  your 
county  officers,  aod  lake  on  yourselves  all 
the  rights  and  duties  of  freemen,  and  give 
your  aid  and  influence  to  the  restoration  of 
the  State  to  her  position  in  the  Union,  and 
to  peace  and  former  security.  We  have  all 
erred — we  have  all  gone  astray.  Father 
forgive  us,  as  we  forgive  those  that  have 
sinned  against  us.  Let  this  spirit  prevail, 
and  happiness  will  soon  be  ours — peace  and 
security  will  soon  spread  over  the  land,  and 
we  will  again  be  honored  citizens  of  the 
United  States  of  America 

“This  is  nobility  enough — this  is  honor 
enough — to  be  called  a citizen  of  the  United 
Slates,  whose  flag  commands  the  admiration 
and  respect  ot  the  world  ; and  whose  gov- 
ernment has  never  failed  to  avenge  or  right 
the  wrongs  done  to  its  humblest  citizen. 

"Spurn,  then,  tha  tyranny  and  oppression 
of  tbe  leaders  of  this  wicked  rebellion,  and 
return  to  the  home  of  your  ancestors  and 
your  own  by  inheritance  and  atone  for  the 
past  by  securing  to  your  posterity  freedom, 
security  and  happiness  hereafter  "

A Hint  to  Fabmers. — The  following  hint 
to  farmers  wc  find  in  an  exchange,  and  con- 
sider it  so  far  worthy  of  attention  by  our 
farmers  as  to  give  it  a place : 

“There  are  three  things  easily  raised  and 
harvested,  for  which  the  farmers  may  depend 
upon  it  there  will  be  an  enormous  demand 
and  high  prices  paid  during  the  war.  We 
refer  to  potatoes,  beans,  and  onions.  The 
farmers  could  not  do  abetter  thing  for  them- 
selves and  their  country  than  to  plant  these 
vegetables  very  extensively.  If  it  appears, 
as  the  spring  advances,  that  the  wheat  crop 
is  likely  to  be  short,  and  that  fruit  will  be 
scarce,  onions,  potatoes,  and  beans  must  fill 
the  vacunm.” 

Clover  Hat. — The  following  was  written 
by  R.  McClure,  veterinary  surgeou,  for  the 
Cultural,  Philadelphia.  He  says  a disease 
is  now  prevailing  among  horses  in  Phila- 
delphia, and  that  they  will  not  eat  timothy 
hay,  but  would  eat  clover  hay,  if  they  could 
get  it,  but  that  it  can  scarcely  be  found  in 
thejeitv.  He  says 

Why  is  this  the  case?  Simply  because 
there  is  prejudice  existing  among  all  class- 
es of  horsemen,  and  from  them  communica- 
ted to  the  owners  of  horses,  against  feeding 
this  kind  of  hay.  First,  because  it  is  said 
that  clover  hay  produces  heaves,  and  sec- 
ondly, because  it  is  said  that  it  is  not  re- 
spectable to  be  seen  feeding  with  clover 
hay.  it  looks  parsimonious.  These  opinions 
concerning  this  article  are  so  widely  and 
firmly  fixed  in  the  mind  of  almost  every 
groom  and  stablemen,  as  well  as  horse  own- 
ers in  Philadelphia,  that  I believe  it  has 
been  the  cause  why  most  farmers  are  not 
giving  clover  cultivation  to  the  extent  that 
it  ought  to  be,  or  as  its  superiority  as  an 
article  of  provender  demands  Let  us  now 
examine  in  brief,  the  objections  that  are 
laid  against  it.  It  is  said  it  will  produce 
heaves  in  horses  The  idea  is  as  false  as 
it  is  preposterous  If  broken  wind  is  pro- 
duced by  an  article  of  food,  it  eertainlv  is 
not  from  food  but  from  the  quantity  given. 
In  like  manner  heaves  may  be  caused  by  a 
too  great  quantity  of  water,  oats,  corn,  or 
any  kind  of  hay  whatever,  given  at  an  im- 
proper time,  as  when  the  animal  has  a jour- 
ney to  perform.  In  a word,  it  is  the  per- 
son’s fault  in  giving  too  much  food  at  an 
improper  time,  and  not  the  character  of 
the  food  that  thus  produces  heaves  in 
the  horse  The  man,  who,  when  feeding 
a horse,  would  fill  its  manger  with  oats 
and  corn,  would  nov  be  considered  a very 
fit  man  to  feed  and  care  for  horses,  neither 
is  that  man  who  would  fi^l  a rack  full  of 
clover  hay;  as  the  animal  will  not  stop  eat- 
ing until  it  has  hurt  itself,  or  has  eaten 
every  blade  of  clover  before  it;  as  every 
horse  is  fond  of  it,  and  as  before  state  l1 
sick  horses  will  eat  it  when  they  will  noc 
eat  anything  else.  Without  another  word 
the  argument  is  complete 

For  argument's  sake,  let  us  see  what  there 
is  iu  the  other  objection  to  clover  hay.  It 
savors  of  meanness.  Does  this  opinion 
arise  from  the  idea  that  the  queenly  cow  eats 
and  feeds  upon  it  in  all  our  large  cities  ? 
How  much  more  inferior  is  she  to  the  horse, 
and  which  adds  most  to  our  domestic  happi- 
ness as  well  as  health  ? Is  it  mean  to  pun 
chase  for  horse  feed,  hay  which  is  superior 
to  any  other,  and  sold  forty  cents  to  half  a 
dollar  a ton  lees  than  the  best  kinds  report- 
ed in  the  market?  Or  is  it  a mark  o(  gen- 
erosity in  the  deportment  or  character  of  any 
man,  to  feed  his  horses  upon  that  which  the 
animals  do  not  seem  to  relish,  trample  a 
large  portion  of  it  under  their  feet,  to  bo 
carried  thence  to  the  dung  hill,  when  an- 
other article  the  superior  to  it,  in  point  of 
nutriment,  and  costing  from  forty  to  fifty 
per  cent  less  may  he  obtained  ? 

The  whole  may  be  summed  up  in  u lew 
words  as  follows : 

Good  clover  hay  coutains  forty  five  per 
cent  more  fattening  matter  than  timothy 
hay,  and  about  forty  percent,  more  than  the 
English  ryegrass-hay  , about  ten  per  «ent, 
les9than  dried  lupins  or  vetches  which  are 
extensively  used  in  Europe  for  the  feeding 
of  both  horses  and  cattle,  and  which  are 
9econd  only  to  the  TrifoUum  hybrid  ion.  or 
Alsike  clover,  eo  named  from  a district  in 
Swedeu  called  Aleike  Alsike  clover  con- 
tains the  properties  of  both  the  red  and 
white  clover,  and  was  first  introduced  into 
Great  Britain  about  1834 or  5 This  variety 
of  clover  has  for  the  last  few  years  engaged 
the  attention  of  agriculturists  in  Scotland 
and  various  parts  of  England  to  a great  ex 
lent.  Its  reputation  is  now  eo  firmly  estab- 
lished that  more  of  it  has  been  own  the  last 
year  than  ever  before.  It  is  said  by  many 
agriculturists  that  animals  will  leave  any 
other  grass  or  clover  to  feed  on  the  Alsike, 
and  they  say  further  that  the  more  it  be- 
comes known  the  greater  will  be  its  cultiva- 
(ion.
